Cleveland's Surplus. 


The country was startled the 
other day by the reported declara- 
tion of the treasurer of the United 
States, James W. Hyatt, “that 
there was uo surplus in the treas- 
ary.” Ile stated that the appro- 
priations made by Congress, or in- 
volved in the bills passed and now 
pending, are within $17,000,000 of 
the estimated revenues. In addi- 
tion to these appropriations, un- 
exampled in their extravagance, 
the treasurer reminds the country 
that there is an interest-bearing 
debt of $1,000,000,000 to be pro- 
vided for, and which he says can 
be economically reduced by bond 
purchase at any time, 

The fact has thus leaked out 
through the treasurer that Mr. 
Cleveland’s buncombe, surplus, go- 
it-alone message is dead political 
capital; that his friends in the 
House of Represeutatives have 
been drawing out to such an ex- 

tent as to make the treasurer nerv- 
ous, aud that the thunder ofthe 
Mills bill bas suddenly been shown 
to be mere sbect-iron noise, with 
nothing to stand upon. Yet ofall 
this no word isto be readin the 
Democratic papers, .They arc as 
silent as the proverbial clam, and 
have about the same bad case of 
lock-jaw.

Cleveland’s Appointees. 


In a recent speech Governor 
Foster of Ohio, using as his data 
the record compiled by the New 
York Tribune, gave this summar- 
ization of Mr. Cleveland’s civil 
service career. The Tribune’s 
record has been before the public 
for weeks and has not been success- 
fally attacked. Governor Foster’s 
speech seems likewise impregnable. 
He says: 

“He has appointed to office 137 
men who have been indicted and 
convicted of crime. Two of them 
were murderers, five of them were 
duelists, seven of them were forg- 
ers;three of them were rioters, a 
number of them: were keepers of 
houses of ill-fame, a number of 
them committed frauds on the 
revenue service, a number of them 
had been guilty of petty larceny, 
one of them had been in the work- 
house for stealing a dog, a number 
of them had been convieted for 
robbing mails and postcfiices, and 
oue of them was appointed to take 
charge of a postoffice while yet in 
jail for having robbed: it. Almost 
every crime kaown to the law is 
named in the list of crimes com- 
mitted by these appointees,”

the Mayberry crew from further inter- 
fering in the matter. Trenmor Coffin 
of Carson is their attorney and last 
evening he de for Auburn, the 
county seat of Placer county, Cal., for 
the purpose of having the necessary 
papers issued. By the time this is ac- 
complished and the papers served the 
work will have mn completed, 
and the attorney will have accom- 
nothing beyond earning his fee.
